Grasses include meadow fescue, tall 
oats grass, smooth brome grass. Ca¬ 
nada bluegrass and Italian rye grass. 

There is a possibility, the college be¬ 
lieves, that some of these grasses 
will make valuable additions to 
grasses commonly grown in Ken¬ 
tucky. 

The new grasses will be sown in 
strips on fields of timothy, orchard 
grass or redtop, so that direct com 
parisons may be made with the 
kinds common in this state. The new 
grasses also will be sown in old 
pastures without specially prepared 
seedbeds. 

Tall oats grass and meadow fes¬ 
cue have been found growing on 
hillsides in Eastern Kentucky and 
in a few instances they have been 
grown for 20 years.

Winter Skidding

More it leads to an accident, If a 
few simple precautions are observed. 

Drive slowly over icy roads, keep 
a reasonable distance from the car 
ahead, and in brining the car to a 
stop avoid as much as possible the 
simultaneous use of the dutch and 
^r*ke by taking advantage of the 
Blowing-down effect of the engine. 

Have your brakes checked at fie- 
craent intervals to make sure that 
they exert the same stopping force 
on both sides of the car. UnManced 
brakes are one of the most common 
causes of skidding accidents. 

In dty driying, keep out of the car 
tracks and fairly dose to the curb. 
StreeU generally slope towards the 
curb. Most skids vrill be in the direc¬ 
tion of the slope and will be stopped 
by the curb before any great mo¬ 
mentum is attained.
